REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company: 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  President  of  the  At- 
lantic and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1925. 

The  building  at  Beaufort  belonging  to  the  Company  has  been 
leased  to  the  Government  at  an  annual  rental  of  $8  45.00,  said 
lease  to  run  from  year  to  year  to  be  terminated  by  either  party 
giving  thirty  days  notice.  The  Company  is  indebted  to  your 
Senior  Director,  Mr.  L.  H.  Cutler,  who  has  devoted  much  time 
and  attention  to  the  supervision  of  this  property  in  looking  after 
the  upkeep  and  rental  of  the  building. 

In  reference  to  the  disposition  of  the  funds  arising  from  in- 
surance on  the  property  of  the  Company  destroyed  by  fire  in  New 
Bern  in  December  1922,  the  same  being  Warehouse  No.  1  and 
Pier  No.  3  referred  to  in  the  annual  reports  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Patterson 
and  Mr.  Ernest  Green,  used  by  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad 
Company  in  building  the  Kinston  depot,  the  Directors  have  given 
this  matter  very  careful  consideration  and  it  will  be  taken  up 
again  at  the  next  meeting  to  be  held  at  Morehead  City  in  August. 

The  semi-annual  rentals  due  January  1  and  July  1,  1925  of 
$26,958.00  and  $31,451.00,  respectively,  were  paid  promptly  and 
your  Directors  have  declared  dividends  of  one  and  one-half  per 
cent  in  January  and  one  and  three-fourths  per  cent  in  July  of 
this  year. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  lease,  effective  January  1,  19  25,  the 
rental  increased  from  three  per  cent  to  three  and  one-half  per 
cent  or  from  $53,916.00  to  $62,903.00  annually,  making  it  pos- 
sible to  raise  the  last  dividend  to  one  and  three-fourths  per  cent. 

I  have  been  advised  by  Mr.  M.  S.  Hawkins,  Secretary  of  the 
Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  Company,  that  taxes  for  the  year  1924 
amounting  to  $54,785.71  have  been  paid  on  your  property.  He 
also  advised  that  fire  insurance  in  force  July  1,  1925  amounted 
to   $312,250.00. 

There  is  a  suit  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Mecklenburg 
County  of  A.  M.  Lansford  against  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad 
Company,  Atlantic  Hotel  Company  and  Atlantic  and  North  Car- 
olina Railroad  Company  for  $20,000.00  on  account  of  personal 
injuries  received  while  a  guest  of  the  Atlantic  Hotel  in  June  1924. 
An  answer  to  the  complaint  has  been  filed  by  your  attorney  and 
I  understand  that  no  liability  attaches  to  your  Company. 


I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer, 
Finance  Committee  and  Expert. 

I  wish  to  express  to  Mr.  George  Green,  member  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  Company 
for  his  very  efficient  services  in  auditing  the  books  of  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

It  affords  me  very  great  pleasure  to  bring  to  your  attention 
the  valuable  assistance  and  courtesies  shown  me  by  the  Directors 
and  to  Mr.  W.  Stamps  Howard,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Company,  for  the  very  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he 
has  discharged  all  the  duties  pertaining  to  his  office.

EXPERTS'   REPORT

To  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina 
Railroad    Company: 

President  of  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  Co.: 

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  lease,  we,  the  under- 
signed Experts  on  the  part  of  the  Lessor  and  Lessee,  submit 
herein  our  Annual  Report  on  the  condition  of  the  property  of 
the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  which  we  in- 
spected on  July  11th,  1925. 

ROADWAY  AND  TRACK — Both  roadway  and  track  have  been 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  conform  in  every 
respect  to  or  are  better  than,  the  requirements  of  the  lease. 

CROSS  AND  SWITCH  TIES — Heavy  cross  tie  renewals  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  The  percentages  of  new  and  service- 
able ties  in  the  track  are  considerably  in  excess  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  lease.

RAILS — The  track  rails  are  maintained  in  first-class  condition 
and,  in  order  to  do  this,  the  Railroad  Company  used  81.444 
tons  of  60  pound  rails  for  replacement  of  worn  or  damaged 
rails,  divided  as  follows:

BRIDGES,  TRESTLES  AND  CULVERTS — These  structures  have 
received  all  necessary  repairs  and  are  properly  maintained 
to  the  strength  and  service  condition  required.  During  the 
year  the  following  lumber  and  piles  were  used  in  the  main- 
tenance of  these  structures:

BUILDINGS — All  of  the  buildings  have  been  given  the  necessary 
repairs  and  the  painting  of  stations,  which  was  referred  to 
in  the  last  Annual  Report,  has  been  completed. 

At  the  urgent  request  of  the  Town  of  Morehead  City,  the 
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Railroad  Company  agreed  to  move  the  combined  freight  and 
passenger  station  which  was  located  in  the  center  of  Aren- 
dell  Street  to  a  new  location  on  block  of  property  owned  by 
the  Railroad  Company  between  6th  and  7th  Streets. 

The  station  building  was  cut  in  two,  the  passenger  portion 
was  remodeled  and  repaired  and  placed  the  6th  Street  side, 
fronting  on  Arendell  Street;  the  freight  end  of  the  station 
was  placed  on  lot  back  of  the  passenger  station  and  remod- 
eled. 

Additional  track  facilities  were  provided  for  serving  the 
station.  The  Company's  facilities  for  handling  freight  and 
passengers  at  Morehead  City  have  been  considerably  im- 
proved. 

The  total  cost  for  making  these  changes  was  more  than 
Ten  Thousand  Dollars  of  which  amount  the  Town  of  More- 
head  City  contributed  Five  Thousand  Dollars — this  being 
the  estimate  of  that  portion  of  the  cost  chargeable  to  operat- 
ing expenses. 

PAVING! — During  the  year  the  Town  of  Morehead  City  spent 
large  sums  in  paving  and  guttering  its  streets  and  the  Rail- 
road Company  was  assessed  for  its  proportion  of  cost  of  pav- 
ing on  the  streets  surrounding  the  block  on  which  the  station 
is  located,  the  amount  of  the  assessment  being  $5,394.00. 

In  addition  to  the  paving  at  Morehead  City  which  was  paid 
for  by  this  Company,  the  Railroad  also  paved  159  feet  on 
South  Front  Street,  New  Bern,  at  a  cost  of  $1,777.86.  This 
expenditure  made  necessary  by  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
tract with  the  Town  of  New  Bern  for  the  use  of  South  Front 
Street  by  the  Railroad,  whereby  the  Company  is  required  to 
pave  and  maintain  streets  occupied  by  the  railroad  tracks. 

SPURS  AND  SIDETRACKS — During  the  year  a  spur  track  was 
constructed  for  the  Virginia  Engineering  Company  for  hand- 
ling highway  materials,  the  total  length  of  which  was  640 
feet;  several  contractors  having  finished  with  sidetracks  that 
had  been  constructed  for  their  use,  these  tracks  were  re- 
moved— total  length  of  tracks  removed  was  3  801  feet,  re- 
sulting in  a  net  decrease  in  sidetracks  of  3161  feet. 

EQUIPMENT — A  complete  report  of  the  additions  to  equipment 
was  made  in  our  last  report.  The  Railroad  has  properly 
maintained,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  lease, 
all  of  the  equipment  of  your  Company. 

In  general,  our  opinion  is  that  the  terms  of  the  lease  are  being 
complied  with  in  every  respect.
